Participants in the 1997 AWSA National Senior Championship are participating 
in an era of opportunity that could not have been imagined a decade ago. 


As | write this message, our senior national team has just returned from a 
month long tour of Europe that included seven full internationals against 
Sweden, Hungary, The Netherlands, Belgium, Estonia, Finland and Norway. 


The "Matildas' will soon prepare for a series on home soil against Atlanta Silver 
Medallists China in November. The second year of the Ansett Australia Summer 
Series will then lead into the first full time residential program for women's 
soccer at the Australian Institute of Sport in Canberra. 


The AIS Program will launch the build up to the World Cup Qualifiers in 
October next year and the USA 1999 World Cup and Sydney 2000 Olympics. 


It is worth remembering that opportunities now available to players extend well 
beyond a place in the coveted senior team and include both the chance to 
compete at Youth International level and in the National League as part of the 
AWSA Intensive Training Centre Program. 


When Australia was beaten 1-0 by the USA in an Under 21 International in May 
this year, if was apparent that any gap in the quality of emerging players had 
narrowed dramatically as a result of the rapid development of women's soccer 
at all levels in Australia. 


Just as important as the opportunities being provided to elite players is the 
development of the game at all participation levels including senior club soccer. 
It appears that, along with the ever increasing number of women playing the 
game, the standard of the game at senior level continues to be enhanced.

ABRIDGED FROM AND TO BE READ IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE "AWSA CHAMPIONSHIP RULES" 
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NE: 


ELIGIBILITY The National championships are open to teams representing single State 
Associations which are affiliated with the AWSA. The "Open" National Championships are open 
to players of all ages. 


LAWS The tournament matches will be played in accordance with the Laws of the Game as 
contained in the Referees Chart and Players Guide to the Laws of the Game (current edition) as 
published by the Football Association (England) and as modified by these Playing Rules. 


BALL SIZE A size 5 ball must be used in all matches. 
MATCH DURATION 


(a) Duration of all matches will be 2 x 35 minute halves, with a half time period of no less than 
5 minutes and no more than 10 minutes. 


(b) Injury time will be allowed at the referee's sole discretion. 
SQUAD SIZE State squads may consist of no more than 18 players and 4 officials. 


SQUAD LIST A final squad list must be presented to the AWSA prior to the first match of the | 


tournament. No change to this list may be made thereafter. Only players on the final list may 
play in the tournament. 


TEAM SHEETS 
(a) AWSA approved team sheets must be used for each match. 


(b) Completed team sheets must be given to the Referees Convenor no later than 30 minut 
before the scheduled kick-off of each match. _— 


SUBSTITUTES The team sheet for each match may list up to 7 reserves but only 5 of these 
reserves may be used in any one match. The substitutes may be used at any time. 


UNIFORMS The standard uniform requirement must be in accordance with FIFA rulings and 


comprise shirt (short or long sleeved), soccer shorts, long socks. Tracksuit pants may be worn by 
goalkeepers. 


Players shirt numbers must accord with the final list presented to the AWSA and remain 
consistent throughout the tournament. 


ER pons advertising on shirts is permitted. Logos and letters must not be larger than 8cm 
igh. 


Bicycle shorts and lycra tights will be permitted if they are above the knee only and the same 
colour as the predominant colour of the soccer shorts. 


. COLOURS 


ae must ensure that player's uniform is in accordance with the description notified to the 


(b) Each State must have a second uniform in a different colour in case of colour clash with 
opposing team. 


(c) Should there be a colour clash then the AWAY TEAM as defined in the AWSA Championship 
Rules will be required to change its uniform. 


POINTS will be awarded for each match as follows: 
(a) win - 3 points 
(b) draw - 1 point 
(c) loss - no points 


If for any reason a State reports that it cannot field a team on a certain day during the 
tournament then the opposing team will be awarded two goals and three points.

12. CHAMPIONSHIP TABLE Teams will be ranked on the championship table in the following order 
from highest to lowest: 


(i) number of points awarded, then 

(ii) goal difference, then 

(iii) number of wins, then 

(iv) number of goals scored 

If teams cannot be separated on these criteria then they will be declared joint placegetters. 
13. CHAMPIONSHIP FINALS 

(a) The leading team after Day 6 of this championship will receive the Association Trophy. 


(b) The match on Day 7 will be a Final played between the two teams leading the table to 
decide the Championship. The winner of the Final will be declared Champion. 


(c)_ In the event that two teams are absolutely equal in second place at the end of the | 
pana rounds these teams will compete in a playoff match at a mutually agreed time 
pefore the scheduled final. 


(d) If the States involved cannot agree on a time for the playoff match the Tournament 
Organiser will determine the time. 


(ce) The playoff will consist of 2 x 20 minute halves with penally kicks to determine the winner if 
the score is drawn at full time. 


(f) Should the Final be a draw at full time there will be a five minute break followed by extra 
time of 2x 20 minutes. If the result is still a draw then penalty kicks (as per FIFA regulations) will 
determine the winner. 


(g). In the event of a Final being cancelled or abandoned the winners of the Association Trophy 
will be declared Champion. 


14, DISCIPLINE 


Yellow Cards - After receiving three yellow cards during the tournament player is automatically 
suspended for one match. 


Red Cards - Any player given a red card is automatically suspended for at least one match, 
Should the Chair of the Judiciary committee decide that the offence may warrant a longer 
suspension then the matter may be referred fo the Judiciary committee. 


Suspensions - Any suspensions imposed will be for Ghampionship matches only and must be 
carried forward if necessary to the next Championship at which the player is a competitor 
whether or not the next such Championship if for the same age group 


Any player suspended will, for the match or matches for which she is suspended: 
(i) not wear the team strip; 

(ii) not sit on the team bench; and 

(iii) not be listed on the team sheet. 


Behaviour of players and officials - All players and officials in the reserves area are to remain 
seated during play. The act of standing to shout instructions shall be deemed to be "coaching 
from the sidelines" and may be treated accordingly by the referee. 


15. FACILITIES 
Field Sizes. 
(a) The approved minimum field widih and length are 64 metres and 90 metres respectively. 
(b) The approved maximum field width and length are 75 metres and 110 metres respectively. 
Dressing Rooms and Benches. 


Separate dressing rooms, marked "Home" and "Away" will be allocated for each team in a 
match. 

Separate bench areas will be allocated for each team nearthe half way line. Only players and 
officials of the competing teams, medical staff and match officials will be permitted in these 
areas, known as the "reserves area". Nine
